“The Fridge” Lightbown 
missed out at Blackburn

THE performances of Grant Lightbown have 
surprised many this season, but the robust 
Brisbane Lions spearhead’s previous track 
record suggests that he is just displaying his 
normal form to a wider audience. 

Lightbown was 14 when his local professional club, 
Blackburn Rovers, signed him on a schoolboy con- 
tract. 

The young, but old-fashioned-type then graduated 
to Rovers’ youth side before the “Blue and Whites” 
decided that he wasn’t quite good enough for an Eng- 
lish League career. 

He then drifted into semi-professional Soccer; first 
playing for the historic Darwen club and then moving 
to Chorley of the Northern Premier League (know 
known as the Multipart League and, under English 
Soccer’s pyramid structure, a de facto National 
League Division Six). 

Lightbown spent eighteen months at Chorley and, 
despite the club’s mediocrity during this period, 
scored 27 goals in 57 appearances. 

Early in 1985, Lightbown moved to New Zealand 
and jomed Auckland’s Mount Wellington. 

Coincidentally, in his two and a half seasons serving 
“The Mount”, the Lancastrian also had 57 outings, 
but scored fewer goals — 18. 

However, Lightbown’s designated role for much of 
his stay in New Zealand was as much a creator of goals 
as a scorer of them and he certainly put himself about 
opponents’ penalty areas with great effect; particular- 
ly in the 1986 season when Mount Wellington won the 
National League title. 

“The Fridge” (an affectionate nickname given by 
Lions fans, when likening him to an even bulkier 
American grid iron star) had gained selection for the 
Auckland provincial team and was being talked of as a 
future Kiwi international just before he crossed the 
Tasman — having reverted to an out and out striker 
and scoring 7 times in his final 11 games with Mount 
Wellington. 

Lightbown became a favorite among Queensland’s 
Soccer followers when his battering ram like qualities 
smoothed Lions’ path into the West End National Soc- 
cer League. 

Having already stated his preference for being a 
Socceroo, rather than an All White, the 24 year old’s 
capabilities could be scrutinised even more closely 
in the coming months. 

Whether Frank Arok believes he is up to the mark is 
yet to be seen, were he to become an Australian 
citizen. 

An injury is ruling him out temporarily but he 
has real fighting qualities. 

No doubt he is finding play in the NSL a deal tougher 
than he experienced in Brisbane last season.

IF anyone had any doubts about who will 
eventually take over from Charlie Yankos as 
the Socceroo sweeper, Andy Koczka settled 
the issue in St George's 5-1 drubbing of Bris- 
bane Lions at Richlands. 

And if the question of who has the hardest shot in 
the NSL needed answering, Koczka also settled that 
issue. 

His piledriver from a free kick 30m out just three 
minutes into the game was unstoppable. Lions keeper 
Jason Kearton had the shot covered, but its sheer pace 
beat him and tore at the netting. 

“We have been telling Koczka he has the best shot 
in the country for two years and finally he hit one,” 
said an elated Frank Arok after the match. 

The goal set St George on the road to a well earned 
victory, but it was Koczka’s play at the back which 
pleased his coach the most. The big defender domin- 
ated and always gave himself seemingly endless 
amounts of time to knock intelligent and searching 
balls forward. 

“When you have got the time, it shows you have 
vision and that you are a good player. Koczka is as 
good as anyone in Australia in the sweeper position. I 
will still select Charlie Yankos in the national team 
because he has never let me down, he is so reliable it is 
almost unbelieveable. But it is good to know Koezka is 
there if we need him,” Arok said. 

The visit to Richlands was Arok’s first to Brisbane 
since April 25, 1985 when he came to Perry Park to 
watch the interstate clash. Since then Queensland 
coaches and officials have urged him to return to give 
the Queensland-based players a chance to push for 
Socceroo inclusion. But unfortunately in this 90 short 
minutes, the Lions players proved to Arok that he 
doesn’t have to rush back. And that is sad because the 
likes of Russell Stewart, Frank Mengotti, Alan Niven 
and Kearton have played some top games this season. 

Despite the early setback, Lions who boasted Kiwi 
international Paul Halford for the first time, could 
easily have got back into the game. In the 10th and 12th 
minutes, Nick Meredith had the St George defence in 
a panic with his crosses from the left. But then minutes 
later Meredith was to become the villain. His disin- 
terest in a 50-50 ball which lobbed between him and St 
George keeper Michael Gibson drew a tirade of abuse 
from Lions coach Juan Cutillas and when St’ George 
went two ahead a minute later after a brilliantly work- 
ed move between Vlad Tortevski and Michael 
Grebevski, Meredith was substituted by David Clark- 
son - just 18 minutes into the match. 

Although Clarkson worked hard and emerged 
Lions best player, St George were on a roll and had 
Lions running. Tortevki skilfully danced through the 
Lions defence to net his team’s third in the 30th minute 
then initiated the move which saw a Peter Petkoyski 
shot blocked by Kearton but was on hand to set up a 
Scott Ollerenshaw header in the 35th minute. 

St George began the second half where they had left 
off and in the 52nd minute substitute Zoran Tlic 
headed a Pedro Ricoy cross onto the bar.

No-one had let us 


know, either. 


Desperate fans could have tried ringing Australian Associated Press, the 


national news service. 


AAP knew the Marconi-Melbourne Croatia match was off - but no-one had 
told them that the Olympic game was to go ahead. 
Full marks to Marconi. Their office answered queries promptly and let AAP 


advise the radio stations. 


But fans were still in the dark as to whether the other game was on. 

I was listening to 2MMM on my way to work at 9am. They assured us the 
Easter Racing Carnival was to go ahead. But there was no mention of the Soccer. 

One fan from the Central Coast rang ASW asking for help. He needed to know 
whether to set out for the game or not. We couldn’t help him. Another dissatisfied 
customer of a code that needs all the spectators it can rustle up. 

Here is what should have happened. 

1. The NSL office should have been open to answer queries. If matches are 
being played the office should be open - public holiday or not. 

2. Sydney Olympic should have an official responsible for alerting all the media 


as to whether a doubtful match is to be played or not. . 


All radio stations should have been carrying news of the game’s status. They 
should have been informed by either the league or Olympic. 
Pm not picking on Olympic here. This error need not be repeated. It should not 


be repeated. By any club.

ASKED to name the person who has had the 
biggest influence on his career and 22-year- 
old Alex Tobin will tell you South Australia’s 
FIFA referee Don Campbell.

Few interstate people 
know how involved Don 
is with junior develop- 
ment in South Australia. 

Steve Maxwell, Tony 
Dorigo and Alex Tobin 
are three of the better 
known SA youngsters to 
benefit from Campbell’s 
enthusiasm for the world 
game. 

According to Tobin, 
the latest youngster to 
force his way into the 
Australian starting line- 
up, “Campbell has a 
positive influence on all 
youngsters who come 
under his control.”” 

“Tony, Steve and my- 
self were all coached by 
Don and his influence on 
me was the turning point 
in my footballing 
career.”

His dad played aussie 
Tules and today is the Pro- 
fessor of History, 
specialising in American 
History at the Flinders 
University in Adelaide. 

His mum is a social 
worker for the Anti Can- 
cer Council of Australia. 


But a move to Ade- 
laide when Alex was six 
saw him start kicking a 
ball around at St 
Leonards Primary 
School in Glenelg.

PRESTON Makedonia will always re- 
vive fond memories for me, if for no 
other reason than it was at the club’s 
Connor Reserve ground where | was 
assigned my first match as a regular 
journalist. 

On that day back in May 1980 Makedonia 
went down in a Victorian State League clash 2-1 
to Juventus. 

That loss was one of Makedonia’s rare defeats 
of that 1980 State League season. 

The club won that season’s championship, 
won promotion to the NSL the next season and 
hasn’t looked back since. 

Since that hot and dusty May day eight years 
ago Preston Makedonia has improved its status 
in leaps and bounds. 

On the field it has proved itself to be always a 
worthy opponent and a proud representative of 
Melbourne. 

Off the field, and despite attempts of some 
locals to have the club off Connor Reserve, 
Makedonia has also shown marked improve- 
ment. 

Apart from their thriving social club Makedo- 
nia boasts a fine ground which, at a pinch, holds 
in excess of 8,000 fans. 

In recent years we’ve seen the addition of a 
coyered terrace over a major portion of one side 
of the ground, a TV tower, a press area and 
banked terraces on all four sides. 

A far cry from the open-ended paddock I first 
visited nearly a decade ago. 

Ive had run-ins with many a Preston Make- 
donia supporter over the years but mostly, thank 
goodness, in good fun. 

And I'll say one thing for the supporters of the 
red and black, they’re nothing if not totally de- 
voted and quite fanatical. 

Their spirit is epitomised in that one notorious 
fan whom anybody who has ever attended a club 
home game will only know too well by the sound 
of his booming baritone voice. 

Even when the team is down and playing mis- 
erably his lone voice can be heard echoing across 
Connor Reserve. 

“Makedonia — Makedonia — Makedonia”, 
comes the throaty chant, and usually the rest of 
the crowd follows suit. 

They love their football out Connor Reserve 
way and they follow their team with a passion. 

And for good reason too for they’ye had some 
great characters at the club over the years of NSL 
competition. 

Their earliest teams in te NSL were full of the 
cavalier spirit which has been a hallmark of Pre- 
ston Makedonia ever since. 

Big Peter Ollerton, later to coach the team 
with considerable success, was leading the 
attack in those early days. 

Gary Ward, a familiar name at Apia-Leich- 
hardt these days, was also making a name for 
himself. 


Mr 100 percent George McMillan, the wee 
maestro Robbie Cullen, Jeff Faulkner, latterly 
the George Cross skipper, and Claude Lucchesi 
were also stars in those heady first days of NSL 
competition. 

For me Cullen was one of THE great en- 
tertainers of the NSL and when he was joined 
later in 1981 by Dougie BBrown this duo pro- 
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duced some of the most breathtaking action I can 
recall in a decade of NSL football. 

Brown and Cullen both loved playing “off- 
the-cuff and they loved to thrill the home crowds 
with moments of magic. 

Ironically the pair are together again in 1988 
with State League outfit Fawkner. 

Also in 1981 came diminutive Alan Whittle 
from Crystal Palace and although Makedonia 
didn’t win much in 1981 for me they were a value 
for money team. 

Indeed for me Makedonia has never been any- 
thing less than a team worthing watching. 

Through the 1980’s a succession of great play- 
ers have passed through Connor Reserve — Zar- 
ko Odzakov, Sean Lane, Robbie Dunn, Graham 
Heys, Gary Cole, Zoran Hioski and Ian Dobson, 
just to name a very few. 

Even today’s team, despite its disappointing 
start to the season, boasts some of the most 
watchable players in the competition. 

Who couldn’t rate the likes of Goce Dimovski, 
Ron Campbell, Steve Jackson or Steve Smith as 
anything less than top class. 

It seems a shame that a team with such poten- 
tial as this 1988 outfit is struggling so desper- 
ately. 

But this Makedonia team must surely turn the 
corner soon to prove their runner-up place in 
1987 was no fluke. 

But it destiny playing its cruel hand, for Make- 
donia has always been a year-on, year-off pro- 
position. 

In 1983 the club now known as the bridesmaid 
of Victorian Soccer led the NSL for much of the 
year only to falter in the final weeks of the season 
to finish third. 

In 1985 Makedonia hit the heights again only 
to falter at the final hurdle but this time not just 
once, but twice. 

1985 saw the club into both the NSL Cup Final 
and the Southern Division Grand Final and in 
both matches the club led into the final team 
minutes. 

In the Cup final Sydney Olympic struck twice 
in the final minutes to deny the Melbourne team, 
whilst in the grand final Brunswick Juventus did 
the very same to repeat the dose and cruelly leave 
Makedonia out of the silverware again. 

Another two years later and Makedonia went 
within an ace of the title in losing just two of its 
last fifteen games. 

That marvellous run included a remarkable 
and quite memorable 4-0 win over eventual 
champion Apia-Leichhardt. 

And that might be a suitable way to describe 
Makedonia’s progress down the years — the 
club hasn’t won much but at least those years 
have been memorable.

AFTER having seen neither in Brisbane for 
more than two years, national coach Frank 
Arok and his Youth team counterpart Les 
Scheinflug both visited Queensland over the 
past week. 

Arok came to Brisbane last Saturday night with St 
George for the NSL clash with Lions at Richlands, 
while Scheinflug spent two days in the Sunshine State 
this week to work with Bruce Stowell Queensland 
Under 19 squad. 

Arok had not been to Queensland since April 25, 

» 1985 when he attended the annual interstate clash. 
The Australian Soccer Federation has given the QSF a 
commitment the national coach will attend this year’s 
game. And it has been a longer absence since Arok 
had come to Brisbane as St George coach, although 
the quirks of the now defunct NSL conference draw 
and the relegation of the Queensland teams in 1987 are 
to blame for that. 

With such few visits to Queensland the memory of 
Arok’s last visit to Brisbane prior to Saturday night 
have lingered. After the interstate match, Arok fired 
broadsides at the ‘Queensland players, who were 
beaten by NSW. He slammed Alan Hunter, then with 
Lions and a member of the defeated Maroons team, as 
being overweight. -Arok then went on to say “the 
Lions players are good club players. But show me one 

, player who is better than any other already in the 

national squad”. 

It is history now that the following season Hunter 
transferred south and has been in the Socceroo squad 
ever since and Russell Stewart the following season 
was picked in the Australian team for the tour of 
China. History also shows that when Lions were rele- 
gated southern clubs moved in quickly to snap up 
Danny Wright, Steve Jackson and John Stewart. 

The last time Arok came to Brisbane as St George 
coach was on July 8, 1985 — and on that occasion his 
team lost to Lions 3-2. 

Les Scheinflug’s last visit to Brisbane was on August 
6, 1986 when his Young Socceroos played a Czechos- 
lovakia Youth team at Perry Park, winning in convinc- 
ing style — form he perhaps wishes they could have 
repeated in Chile last year. 

It is believed Scheinflug has come to look at the 

Queenslanders prior to the national under 19 
championships because of the little time left to assem- 
ble a squad before the qualifying rounds for the next 
world youth championships in Saudi Arabia in 
January. 
Scheinflug, a former Lions coach, always has given 
Queenslanders a fair go. As national coach he picked

Gold Coast Gamblers under rated

MORE players did their Fiji tour chances 
harm than good — that was the general con- 
sensus after Brisbane scrambled to a 3-2 win 
over the Gold Coast Gamblers in the opening 
intercity match last week. 

With Queensland coach Bruce Stowell using the 
triangular intercity series as him main selection trials 
before picking a 16-man touring squad for the Fiji tour 
in May, the pressure was on a number of players to 
perform. 

But some in Mal Bland’s Brisbane side tended to 
under-rate the Gamblers and Jim Selby’s Gold Coast 
combination were unlucky not to get away with a draw. 

Only the brilliance of Brisbane goalkeeper, Wayne 
Evans, saved the victory for Brisbane. Evans was one of 


i} the few players to walk from the field with his reputa- 


tion intact, and if Stowell can be convinced that Evans 


; has matured since his misdemeanors of the last tour, 


then the Brisbane City and former Lions NSL keeper, 
will be on the tour. 

Brisbane began the match with a side that didn’t 
surprise considering the number of defenders in 
Bland’s squad. Bland seemingly could not decide the 
better player from the similar Noel Greehalgh and 
Stein Grodum and used the both in a dual stopper role. 

Grodum, the tough Easts defender chased by Lions, 
was pushed fractionally forward into the midfield and 
looked lost without a man to pick up. 

But when Greenhalgh went off at the break with a 
hamstring injury, a stroke of bad luck which denied 
him further time to impress Stowell, Grodum want into 
a traditional stopper role and looked a much better 
player and can probably begin packing for Fiji. 

Brisbane City striker Kieran Cooper, who already 
has a bagful of goals in the XXXX League, was one who 
needed to shine in the match to regain Stowell’s confi- 
dence. Cooper was dropped from the Queensland team 
after the first match against Fiji at this time last year 
and was not brought back for the interstate game or the 
tour of New Zealand. 

Cooper finished off a well-worked Brisbane move in 
the 31st minute to negate Gold Coast’s 16 minute effort, 
a glancing header by Lee Bosier. Cooper had a number 
of other close changes, but went off midway through 
the second half after a tackle by, ironically, Fijian Raph 
Underwood. Whether “Coops” did enough to impress 
Stowell during his time on the park will only be dis- 
covered when the team is announced. 

Versatile Brisbane City player Ibro Cahut is another 
touted by many as a strong tour chance and did his 
claims no harm with a nice curling freekick goal after 
coming on in the second half. Cahut, and his fellow 
midfielders Andy Chapman and Michael Mulvey, at 
times played some nice touches but at no staged did any 
of the three grab the midfield — particularly in the 


second half when the game was screaming out for some- 
one to take control. 

The backline was a real disappointment for Bris- 
bane. The veteran Billy Williamson — who is probably 
battling with Steve Perry for the Sweeper’s position, 
did not have his best game. As a sweeper, at times Billy 
can be a great striker. Old habits die hard and a num- 
ber of times Williamson was caught in possession. His 
experience and skills enabled Williamson to get out of 
trouble most times, but whether he would be so lucky 
under the pressure of an eager Fijian forward is not so 
sure. 

The two Brisbane fullbacks were also disappointing. 
The leftback spot is there if Gordon Buchanan wants it, 
but it didn’t look like it in this match. Seemingly gone 
are the days when “Buchy” would make telling runs 
down the left flank and ping a great ball into the goal- 
mouth. 

In this match he loomed as among those scared to 
play for fear of making a mistake and losing favor with 
Stowell. On the other flank, Butler too was reluctant to 
go forward, and on the few occasions that he did — and 
that was more so in the second half, he gave away pos- 
session far too easily. Although on the night, that was a 
team trait rather than an individual trait. 

Easts’ Wayne Corbett added Brisbane’s third, and 
played a nice dummy which led to Cooper’s goal, but 
possibly didn’t do enough to demand selection. z 

Similarly youngster Craig Collins, the youngest 
player in 15 years to turn out for Brisbane, looked a 
little overawed and did not involved himself enough — 
although a few runs down the right in the first half 
underlined that the 17-year-old is a player for the 
future. 

Fijian Cheetha Vosuga had only a small time on the 
park to farther press his claims. As expected he played 
some nice passes, but a lack of strength in the air was 
evident for the first time. 

Former Nerang and Rochedale striker Paul Cockbain was 
far and away the Gamblers’ best. Had he shown a little more 
fitness, he could really have pushed for Queensland squad 
inclusion. 

Cockbain, who gets a further chance to impress when the 
Gamblers play Ipswich this week, set up the Coast’s second 
goal which made for an exciting finish. 

Hosier’s two-goal effort warranted him inclusion as among 
the Gamblers’ best while the experienced Steve Clark and 
Archie Fraser, both former Brisbane XXXX League players, 
led the way at the back. 

Afterwards, Selby described the game as one of missed 
opportunities for the Gold Coast. 

Bland said his side gave away far too much possession to be 
clear-cut winners and pondered that perhaps too many play- 
ers had their minds on impressing Stowell.

EVEN if they don’t win a league title or a cup, 
1988 will be a big year for Campbelltown in 
the SA Rothmans League.

The two candidates 
were himself and Fiore 
Centofanti. To avoid any 
bad feelings it was de- 
cided to draw matches 


with the short match for 
vice-chairman and the 
Jong one as chairman.

Sun Soccer cover sadly missed

WHEN Sydney afternoon newspaper The 
Sun shut down its presses recently, Soccer 
lost an old friend that it will find extremely 
hard to replace. 

For well over twenty years, respected Soccer 
journalist David Jack provided the code with the kind 
of responsible and objective exposure which is so badly 
lacking in many of our other media outlets. 

Fairytales and sensational half truths were not 
Jack’s style of reporting but Soccer fans could always 
rely on getting a factual analysis on what was 
happening. x 
In the middle of last year The Sun extended its Soc- 
cer coverage dramatically, giving the code more than 
enough exposure to make it the leading Soccer daily 
newspaper in Sydney. 

Former Sydney Morning Herald journalist Ray Gatt 
was drafted in to take over when David Jack announced 
his retirement, and continued with the excellent cover- 
age which the local game otherwise rarely got. 

Suddenly, The Sun went out of existence and Soccer 
fans are now left with a lone afternoon paper which 
appears to place a bigger emphasis on what’s happen- 
ing in British Soccer than in the Australian game. 

Granted, there is a lot of interest in English and 
Scottish Soccer amongst many football fans but over- 
seas news should not be provided at the expense of the 
local scene. 

Almost every Friday afternoon the Duily Mirror 
leads with a preview of the big weekend matches in 


England, while a small paragraph is tucked away at the 
bottom simply listing the matches to be played in 
Sydney. : 

Monday afternoon is no different, full coverage of 
British results and match reports including league 
tables in all divisions of England and Scotland. 

On more than one occasion, however the West End 
National League was completely ignored apart from 
basic results — no match reports, tables or anything to 
satisfy the interest in local Soccer. 

During the week it’s much the same, we either get 
news about Liverpool, Manchester United, Rangers 
etc, or some story about the next Australian player 
trying his luck in Britain. 

How this ridiculous situation is ever going to be over- 
come is difficult to say, except for Soccer fans flooding 
the newspaper with complaints and demanding a 
coverage for the local game similar to what The Sun was 
providing. wad 

Maybe the NSL can use its influence to exert some 
pressure. Some attempt has got to be made. 

The same journalist uses the limited time on his 
weekend radio 2GB Soccer segment in the same way — 
the bulk of the programme is taken up with previewing 
and analysing British matches while local news is added 
almost as an afterthought. 

Soccer in Australia gets precious little coverage from 
the general media as it is, to have the small amount 
available continually wasted on overseas stories is I 
believe a huge blow to the Australian clubs and the 
future of the game.

FROM THE DUG OUT with John R. Frew 


Food Glorious Food! 


AS teams and oppo- 
nents get better and 
better the difference 
is often found in the 
details of their pre- 
paration. Often we 
have heard we are 
what we eat. The 
following is a review 
of the food require- 
ments of a modern 
Soccer player. 

Fatigue 

Put simply, muscle 
fatigue is a sympton of 
lactic acid build-up in the 
blood stream and a de- 
pletion of glycogen in 
your muscle tissue. In 
other words the energy 
store of your body is out 
of supply. The result is 
the feeling of overwhel- 
ming fatigue often de- 
scribed by athletes as hit- 
ting the wall. 

The common, and 
most sensible solution, in 
overcoming this problem 
has been to train long 
hours to build up your 
stamina, however, an 
often neglected area of 
Preparation against fati- 
gue is your diet. For 
general health your diet 
needs to be sensible all 
year round, however pre- 
match and match-day 
meals can be used to 
further increase your 
match-day fitness. The 
food provides the fuel to. 
fire your body. To com- 
pete at the top level you 
must take every advan- 
tage over your opponent 
and the maximisation of 
your energy supply, via 
food intake, is just one 
more attempt to become 
a winner. 

Food - A Supply of 
Energy 

The energy supplied 
by our muscles from food 
comes from the following 
sources: 

Animal fat, complex 
carbohydrates or sugar. 

Animal Fat - Research 
has shown that some 
footballers gain almost 
42% of their energy from 
animal fat. The problem 
with this is that animal fat 
is a very inefficient 
method of supplying 
your muscles glycogen 
supply. It takes more 
than three days for the fat 
to be converted into us- 
able fat. The excess is 
stored on your body 
creating excess bulk, you 
become overweight, fat! 


Sugar - Sugar may give 
you a rush of energy im- 
mediately after con- 
sumption but this surge is 
very temporary. The fact 
is the sugar lowers the 
glucose level of the blood 


stream and this very 
quickly causes your 
fatigue. 

Complex Carbohy- 
drate - The foods 
grouped in the complex 
carbohydrate group 
quickly convert into gly- 
cogen, the material 


which supplies your mus- 
cles with energy. It is the 
glycogen together with 
oxygen which allows the 


muscles to right the 
effects of lactic acid 
build-up and so keeping 
efficiently for a longer 
period of time. 

Protein and Vitamins 

It is worth mentioning 
the effects of other im- 
portant and necessary 
food products, protein 
and vitamins. 

Protein - Protein is 
very necessary, however 
if taken in excess it causes 
a good deal of strain on 
the kidneys and _ liver. 
You will get more than 
enough protein from a 
natural, well balanced 
diet of good wholesome 
food. 

Vitamins - Like pro- 
tein, a good diet will also 
provide a rich supply of 
vitamins. However in the 
past there has been many 
fads about vitamins. As 
with protein over-use or 
abuse of vitamin tablets 
can overload the regula- 
tory system, having an 
adverse effect on your 
health. There is no evi- 
dence to show that vita- 
mins give an increase in 
performance however 
there may be a_phys- 
chological effect. 

From the above it can 
be seen that a diet rich in 
complex _ carbohydrates 
is by far the best to in- 
crease and maintain your 
energy supply. This is 
especially true three days 
prior to a game. 

You should concen- 
trate your diet on the 

- main complex carbohy- 
drate foods. These are 
wholemeal breads, pota- 
toes, spaghetti and all 
pasta, beans, fruits and 
all kinds of unprocessed 
cereals. These foods will 
ensure plenty of carbohy- 
drates plus plenty of fibre 


which is excellent for 
your general health. 
Match-Day Food 
Intake 


There are particular 
considerations for a 
match-day diet. As men- 
tioned above, a_ rich 
carbohydrate diet is im- 
portant on match day as 
well as the days leading 
up. On top of this you 
must consider the effects 
of dehydration and the 
condition of your sto- 
mach and upper intestive 
tract. Dehydration 
occurs when your body 
loses fluids in the form of 


sweat. The amount of 
sweat varies depending 
on solar tadiation, 
temperature, humidity 


and wind. On a_ hot 
humid day you can lose 
up to two litres of fluid 
per hour. 

It is impossible, and 
impractical, to take up as 
much fluid as you sweat 
out, however to diminish 
the dehabiliting effect of 
dehydration you must re- 
place some of the fluid. 

You will not necessari- 
ly feel thirsty but you 
must have some fluid. 
Water, plus a_ small 
amount of glucose and 
salt, is the ideal replace- 
ment fluid. If you have a 
full stomach and upper 
intestine tract your body 
will have to adjust to take 
care of this, thus allowing 
maximum athletic out- 
put. To keep your sto- 
mach and upper intestine 
tract relatively empty 
during actual competi- 
tion it is wise to avoid 
foods for three hours be- 
fore an event. Particular- 
ly avoid any food that is 
high in fat as this takes a 
long while to digest. 


Warning 
Carbohydrate —_ Load- 
ing - Many athletes, 


marathon runners and 
body builders in. particu- 
lar, control their diets to 
extremes and indulge in 
carbohydrate loading. 
They stuff themselves 
full of foods such as pas- 
tas at the exclusion of 
anything else. This is to 
get not only maximum 
glycogen but, in the case 
of body builders, to com- 
pletely rid the body of fat. 

To take your diet to 
this extreme can be de- 
trimental to your fitness, 
Extreme carbohydrate 
loading can cause listless- 
ness, a feeling of fatigue 
and you can generally 
feel out of sorts. This will 
effect your performance. 

The above is only a 
guide to your nutritional 
requirements for sport. 
Some people require the 
guidance of a doctor or 
dietician. Following the 
principles will give you an 
edge over your oppo- 
nents. 

All OTHER THINGS 
BEING EQUAL. How- 
ever this is only one com- 
ponent of being a 
successful player. Diet 


will never take the place 
of attitude, courage, in- 
telligence and constant 
practice. Diet will take 
you only part of the dist- 
ance forward to make 
you a champion.

IN recent weeks there has been a considerable 
amount of discussion within Youth League ranks 
regarding the abolishment of U13s and the re- 


introduction of U16s. 


This year, due to the in- 
troduction of Ul7s to the 
Youth League al the ex- 
pense of the U16 competi- 
tion, many excellent players 
from last season’s U15s have 
been unable to find a Youth 
League team within their 
area with whom they can 
play. 

Often the players having 
most trouble finding a team 
have been the late develop- 
ers, who with an extra 12 
months would have enough 
time to catch up in size with 
their fellow players. 

Many are skillful and in- 
telligent and frequently 
theygo on to become top 
class players when they fin- 
ish growing as they have had 
to battle harder than their 
bigger counterparts. 

Surely, in the best in- 
terests of the game, these 
players should not be turned 
away at such an important 
stage of their careers. 

I accept that eventually 
many Youth League players 
need to face the reality that 
they are simply not going to 
make it at the top level, but 
this decision should not be 
made for the player before 
he reaches full maturity, and 
especially with those who 
are small in stature. 

Certainly the case for in- 
clusion of Ul6s is a strong

one, and it is felt that in order 
to accomodate the 16s, the 
U13s would need to go. 

I see no problem with 13s 
reverting back to a repre- 
sentative set-up being play 
ed amongst the Associa- 
tions, provided that the 
players are only playing rep- 
resentative Soccer. 

As I pointed out in this 
column last season, the 
amount of Soccer we are ex- 
pecting our 11 and 12 year 
old representative players to 
be involved in is ludicrous. 

They will generally be 
playing first division within 
the local association, and be 
expected to train twice a 
week with that team as well 
as two nights a week with the 
representative side. 

In addition, the player is 
often turning out for his 
school as well. 

That type of commitment 
is not expected of National 
League players. 


It is not a wonder that 
some of these lads do not 
only play Soccer at school, 
prefering to opt for tennis 
and squash etc., where there 
is no pressure to win except 
for that which they put on 
themselves. Certainly they 
don’t have to put up with 
screaming parents from the 
sidelines. 

Maybe the answer is to 
play 11s to 13s in a mini 
Youth League which could 
take place on Saturdays and 
played on grounds which, 
due to the Youth League’s 
home and away system, are 
not being played on. 

This could be a single divi- 
sion competition involving 
Associations only, — and 
would certainly ease the bur- 
den which is presently being 
placed on our young players 
in their most impressionable 
years. 


It would also enable more 
players to be involved in the 
highly successful Centres of 
Excellence, as they will be 
more likely to have free 
training time which would 
enable them to work with 
the best coaches and receive 
the correct technical _in- 
formation. 

It is up to the parents and 
administrators to make their 
feelings known. 

At the end of this season, 
assuming a motion is put to 
change the present format, 
each Association would re- 
ceive an equal say in the de- 
cision. Make sure your dele- 
gates are fully aware of your 
feelings on the matter.

Real to gain revenge for Spain?

REAL MADRID, Europe’s outstanding team this season, may be 
given the opportunity to gain revenge for one of the most humiliat- 
ing nights in Spanish Soccer history, in the European Champions’ 
Cup Final at Stuttgart on May 25th. 


In addition they might 
rub salt in the wound of 
arch-rival Barcelona who 
in contrast, are 
experiencing a miserable 
campaign. 

All neutrals unfortun- 
ate enough to witness it 
will readily testify that 
the 1986 Champions’ 
Cup Final between Bar- 
celona and Steaua 
Bucharest at Seville was 
an absolutely dreadful 
affair. ~ 

Spanish Soccer fans 
would also have found 
the event deeply embar- 
rassing, as their Cham- 
pions — the red hot 
favourites — failed to 
score in 120 mintues of 
play and then muffed all 
their four spot kicks dur- 
ing the pathetic penalty 
shoot out! 

The Rumanians them- 
selves only converted 
two penalties from four 
— but on that evening it 
was sufficient. 

Now Spain’s current 
Champions are on course 
to meet Steaua in this 
year’s trophy decider, 
following the semi-final 
draw that pits Real 
against PSV Eindhoven 
and Steaua —_ against 
Benfica. s 

Real’s route to the 
semi-final could hardly 
have been more arduous 
— Maradona’s Napoli, 
holders Porto and the 
perpetually powerful 
Bayern Munich all being 
conquered, and now they 
face an opponent poten- 
tially just as tough as any 
of that distinguished trio. 

PSV have just suffered 
their first loss in the 
Dutch first division this 
season after 25 games 


without defeat. 
The quality of their 
Soccer - has evoked 


memories of the Ajax 
and Feyenoord teams in 
the early 1970s, when 
Holland ruled the Euro- 


pean roost. 
The Philips Electro- 
nics backed side are 


certainly a strong unit, 
having no apparent de- 
ficiencies, but they do not 
possess the all-round 


strength in abundance 
enjoyed by Real. 
The Spaniards, there- 


fore, will be expected to” 


prevail in what promises 
to be an outstanding tie. 

Steaua retain the back- 
bone of their 1986 side 
and have since added the 
considerable talents of 
Gheorge Hagi, one of the 
best young midfielders in 
the game today. On cur- 
rent form, they should 
account for Benfica.

The Taiwanese associa- 
tion’s claimed date of found- 
ation, 1936, is somewhat 
misleading as it relates to the 
autonomous Soccer section 
of the old China National 
Amateur Athletics Federa- 
tion established at Nanking 
on the Chinese mainland. 

This was re-constituted as 
the China National Football 
Association in the early 
1950s at Taipei. Prior to 
Chiang Kai Shek’s retreat to 
Taiwan in 1949, the island 


was a dormant Soccer 
backwater. 
Taiwan’s. early ventures 


into the international arena 
proved spectacularly 
successful. 

Somewhat provocatively, 
they fielded teams com- 
prising largely of Hong 
Kong based professionals 
who had been born in what 
was now the People’s Re- 
public of China or were the 
sons of parents born there. 

Although many of them 
had not previously set foot 
on Taiwanese soil, they 
wore “their” —_ country’s 
colours with great distinc- 
tion. 

Not only was the Asian 
Games title gained in Manila 
in 1954, but retained at 
Tokyo four years later. It 
was little wonder then that 
Taiwan were installed as 
favourites to represent the 
Afro-Asian Zone during the 
1958 World Cup finals. 

Surprisingly, Indonesia 
eliminated them 5-4. The In- 
donesians however then 


withdrew, rather than face 
Israel at the next stage of the 
qualifying rounds. 

Taiwan had high and 
seemingly legitimate hopes 
of being asked to stand in for 
their conquerors, but FIFA 
decreed to nominate Wales, 
runners up in their own 
European qualifying sec- 
tion, instead. The Welsh- 
men duly disposed of Israel 
and went on to become quar- 
ter finalists in Sweden. 

Qualification for the 1960 
Olympic Games finals came 
as a slight consolation, but 
here results were dis- 
appointing — defeats being 
suffered at the hands of hosts 
Italy (1-4), Brazil (0-5) and 
Great Britain (2-3). 

In Asia, Taiwan remained 
a major force until the mid- 
dle of the decade. Third in 
the 1960 Asian Cup, they 
won the Merdeka Tourna- 
ment three years later and 
shared the 1965 version with 


South Korea. 
From that point on 
, though, Taiwan’s standing 


slipped; despite benefitting 
from the services of a player 
who must be rated amongst 
the Orient’s all-time best 
until the early 1970s.

And nine months ago 
Harford was pitchforked 
into the manager’s office 
at Luton when Moore de- 
cided he no _ longer 
wanted the job. 

“T can’t say I really en- 
joyed managership at 
Fulham,” says Harford. 
“There were all sorts of 
problems and it was hard 
work.

IN Spain in the World 
Cup finals, New Zea- 
land fought with 
great determination 
and courage when

As one, the press back 
home declared __ their 
perfomances highly 
creditable and it seemed 
that Soccer had, at last, 
come of age. 

Unfortunately, the 
code has failed to grasp 
the opportunities pre- 
sented to consolidate the 
national side’s strength 
and improve the domes- 
tic game’s overall finan- 
cial situation. 

Although New Zea- 
land has made great adv- 
ances in playing stan- 
dards and coaching ex- 
pertise, administration 
stands out as the Achil- 
les’ heel. 

Administrators’ in- 
ability to promote the 
game is particularly evi- 
dent at grass roots level. 
Average national league 
attendances have de- 
clined from 1,139 per 
game in 1970 to 681 in 
1986 (the last year for 
which figures are avail- 
able). 


Club officials argue 
that they spend too much 
time raising the money 
required for the immense 
cost of travel to concern 
themselves with promo- 
tion. 

Indeed, the financial 
Tequirements of main- 
taining the national 
league are awesome and 
its viability is continually 
* questioned. 

Travel costs are the 
national team’s major 
headache too. Every ex- 
pedition by the All 
Whites puts the New 
Zealand Football 
Association further into 
debt. 

New Zealand Soccer 
badly requires a further 


upsurge of public in- 
terest; similar to that 
generated by the 1982 
World Cup, to lift morale 
and lower debts. 

Since the halcyon 
years of 1981 and 1982, 
Kiwi Soccer fans have 
suffered deep despair. 
For example there was
